The America that comes into this period of “war 
p rosp erity” is a different America from the one 
which entered that of 19 16-19 20.

chastened; many have had a hard struggle for 10 
rears: we do not have the same childlik e confidence 
that good times will go on forever.

p lovment began to leap forward, lelail sales ge n­

power, even in towns where its p w e m r was obvious 
One reason is that many, m any people had obliga j 
tiona which they wanted to clear up before they 
did anything directly for themselves. Money orders 
went stream ing out of defense centers to "the folk s 
back home.” 
People wanted to clear the deck s of 
debt and obligation while they could; then it the 
whole tiling collapsed, they would at least 
start 
even. 


Now those who have a finger on the business 
pulse say that money from fattened p ay envelopes 
is beginning to flow into direct retail trade.

There is no reason, in the 
midst of our gre at food surpulscs, why they should 
not buy the food so long denied to so many. 
W he n tha t has been done, there is always the 
Defense Bond savings plan into which p rudent peo­ 
ple m a y p urt surp lus p urchasing power-, thus sup- 
orting the governm ent in the p resent emergency, 
helping to avoid undue price us e s due to ex cess 
bidding for restricted am ounts of goods, and at the 
sam e time piling up a back log for their own secur ity j 
against the time when deflation m ay follow the 
rising tide.
